A typical California day and the 
beautiful Mills College in Oakland 
formed the backdrop for a hunter 
trial sponsored by the ‘‘West Coast 
Hunter Trials Association’. 

This association has been organi- 
zed by a group of interested horse- 
men and women under the leader- 
ship of Cornelia V. N. Cress, Cress- 
mount Stables, Mills College; Major 
G. DeRoaldes, Santa Barbara and 
Mr. A. F. Holloway, Oakland. 

Its members now include: Cress- 
mount Stables, “Mills College, Oak- 
lahd; Gymkhana Club, San Mateo; 
Sacremento Riding Club, Sacremento 
Riding Club, Sacremento and Bar- 
bara Worth Stables, Sacramento. 

Membership is established upon 
application and agreement to carry 
out rules stipulated by the associa- 
tion and to follow procedures out- 
lined for ‘‘Scoring’’ and ‘“‘Tests’’, etc. 
Briefly: ‘“‘Scoring is set up on a point 
system with three separate charts 
being kept for each horse at each 
Hunter Trial, with a chart for the 
total points for each horse for the 
season. 

The ‘“‘Tests” are: 

1. The Horse Test to count (100 
points) and to be a test of general 
condition, soundness and suitability. 

2. The School Test (300 points), 
divided into green, unqualified and

M. A. Cushman’s Rouge Dragon, 
under 160 lbs. came back on Wed- 
nesday, September 27 in the Brook 
Steeplechase to score an easy victory 
over a stellar field of 8 that opposed 
him. Closest to him at the end of the 
two and a half miles was Mrs. Esther 
du Pont Weir’s Tightly weighted 
Burma Road, carrying a mere 136 
lbs. who got within 3 lengths of the 
winner at the wire, but in no sense 
was a dangerous threat. Another 
light weight, Brookmeade table’s 
Greek Flag, under 134 lIbs., placed 
3rd some 5 lengths away from Burma 
Road, and threatened in the closing 
stages of this race to be the danger- 
ous horse when he got up to chal- 
lenge Rouge Dragon, not more than 
a length away at the time, at the 
last jump on the far sdie.

Greek Flag several lengths. Despite 
this, he made up ground rounding 
the turn to again get within a length 
of the Cushman jumper at the fence 
here, only to repeat his error.

One of the most delightful horse 
shows we have attended was given 
september 9th and 10th on the beau- 
tiful estate of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Bergoff, Fort Wayne, Indiana. The 
setting is beautiful, an excellent ring 
in a setting of trees and an outside 
course, Which could be improved by 
enlarging it a little and raising the 
jumps slightly, as judging is difficult 
when they all go so perfecly. Both 
days were perfect and the attendance 
was remarkable for a town that size 
and considering that the estate is 
about eight miles from town, show- 
ing that the people of Fort Wayne 
must be ‘‘horse conscious” which is 
always Pleasant to find in any com- 
munity. 

They judged for conformation Sat- 
uday morning. The judge was 
George M. Bailey of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
who, by the way, did a very satisfac- 
tory job, and surely all a judge can 
ask is to have no complaints from the 
exhibitors. 





Demopolis, with whom you are all 


familiar, won the lightweight model 
class. He has recently been purchas- 
ed by Mrs. William Munk of Indiana- 
polis, Ind. Second was won by Pillory 
Sal, belonging to Mrs. Louis Swift, 
Jr—‘“Libby’’, to everyone. Sal is a 
lovely little mare, but the judge 
thought her too fat. Third went to 
Best Le Sou belonging to Mrs. John 
B. Stokely of Indianapolis, and 4th 
to Mr. Brown, owner Maxine Cooper 
of Chicago, who stables with Stanley 
Luke of La Grange, Illinois. 

In the middleweight, lst went to 
Golden Master, owned by Mrs. Nancy 
Miller Dean of Chicago, who also 
stables with Stanley Luke. Second 
to Frame Up, Libby Swift’s reliable 
hunter, 3rd to Glory Road, which has 
just been bought by Mrs. R. B. Wood- 
ward of Indianapolis who is devoting 
her time to making a study of this 
wonderful looking horse’s eccentrici- 
ties, and doing an excellent job of it. 

The heavyweight class was won by 
Mrs. Edward Houston’s Blue Magic, 
also from Stanley Luke’s in La Gran- 
ge. Second to Mr. Woolwich, owned 
by Stanley Luke and a nicer big hunt- 
er you will not find anywhere I be- 
lieve. Third to Range Wrattler, Mrs. 
Swift, Jr., the horse who can do 
everything but cook, and 4th _ to 
Tornado, owned by William Kuhn 
of Indianapolis. 

Saturday afternoon brought the 
knock-down-and-out as the first class 
and was won by Reject, who has his 
own unique method of getting over 
the jumps. He’s a newcomer in the 
open classes and has been developed 
by Chester Bonham of the Bonham 
stables, Indianapolis. He gives prom- 
ise of being a second White, Oak, if 
that could be. Second was Daddy 
Bill, owned by Jane Markman of 
Hinsdale, Illinois. He is a perfect 
ladies’ open horse. Third was Bally- 
Macorra, an Irish horse with such 
800d conformation that one wonders 
Why he is in open classes. Fourth 
was Red Chief, a post entry. 

The pairs of hunters is always a 
thrill and Demopolis and Glory Road 
made a beautiful round for 1st place.

The green hunter was won by 
Pillory Sal, which had an excellent 
round; 2nd to Fritzie, owner Henry 
Weiss; 3rd Tadi, owner Mrs. William 
Munk, and 4th to Tornado, owner 
William Kuhn. 

The handy hunter course was in 
the ring and included a pen jump, 
which was the undoing of several 
good horses, but proved to be no 
trouble at all to Range Wrattler 
(‘‘Roanie” to his intimates) who won 
lst; Demopolis 2nd, Match Plate, 
3rd, and Reject, 4th. 

One of the most spectacular clas- 
ses was the hunter under saddle in 
which Glory Road gave an outstand- 
ing performance to win the blue. The 
ring was large enough to permit the 
horses to really gallop on, and even 
those who were not in the money had 
a wonderful ride. Ballynacorra was 
2nd; Blue Magic 3rd, and Range 
Wrattler, 4th. 

One nice feature was having the 
hunter stake the first class Sunday 
afternoon before the Corinthian and 
the teams so they were not worn out 
as so often happens when the stake 
is last. They had a very snappy in 
and out, 4’-0’, in the ring, which 
proved very disconcerting to most of 
the horses after taking the low jumps 
on the outside course. Mr. Woolwich 
won list with a lovely performance. 
He was very ably ridden by Jane 
Markman of Hinsdale, Illinois, owner 
Stanley Luke. Sunset Road was 2nd, 
owned by Mary .Ellen Willis of Ind- 
ianapolis. This is a versatile little 
horse as he was shown in both hunter 
and jumper classes by Chester Bon- 
ham and I believe he took a ribbon 
in every class. Spymaster was 3rd, 
Best Le Sou, 4th, Frame Up, 5th and 
Blue Magic, 6th. 

The Corinthian, always a _ very 
colorful class, was won by Demopolis. 
Mr. Woolwich was 2nd, Blue Magic, 
3rd, and Spymaster, 4th. The latter 
no doubt missed his little mistress, 
Sally Miller, who had to leave for the 
University of Arizona the day be- 
fore the show. 

The jumper stake had a very intri- 
cate figure eight course in the ring 
with a 4’-0”’ triple in and out. The 
blue went to the only clean perform- 
ance, Duke, owned by D. Norris W. 

Red Chief 
was 2nd, Daddy Bill 3rd, and Prince 
Anon, 4th.

SHOW 








FOX HUNTERS’ 

The distance between regular fox hunters and “show” hunters 
continually increases each year. The wording of the horse show prize 
lists eliminates a great many of the true working hunters and thus 
lessens the interest to a great extent and the tried and true hunters 
are turned out at the end of the season to rest up until cubbing starts 
in the fall. 

The fox hunters will have their day at the Glenwood Race Course 
near Middleburg on October 21 when Middleburg’s Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, headed by Mrs. Peggy Squires 
Kirkpatrick, will hold an all hunter show. Middleburg has been minus 
a horse show for a few years and it is good to see it back on the list. 

The show begins at 1 p. m. and lists 10 classes, of which 9 are 
exclusively for hunters. The remaining class is for the young entry, 
a lead-in class. This probably could also be called a hunter class as 
the riders will no doubt be following hounds on these mounts before 
too long. In the Corinthian, owners-riders will have a 15-point ad- 
vantage on the judges’ score card but other competitors will not be 
eliminated. .The only class in which conformation counts is green 
hunters. 

Competition of this type reverts to the original concept of the 
country fairs and exhibitions of years ago when fox hunters hacked 
their hunters from distances in a day, now covered by stream-lined 
vans in an hour or more. The fun, then, was to stack one’s favorite 
mount against that of friends from the hunting field. As distance 
dwindled, making it possible for show strings to compete within the 
radius of hundreds of miles, the horse show naturally lost much of the 
neighborly rivalry and informality of the horse and buggy era, which, 
in some instances, has caused a variance between fox hunters and 
show goers. 

Middleburg has been put on the map as being “in the heart of the 
hunt country’, It is hoped that this show will renew the waning 
interest of the hunting people and encourage owners to exhibit their 
working hunters. This will be a chance to prove that that middle- 
weight hunter can go over the Mellon fences in the Piedmont country 
with the greatest of ease; that the bay horse follows Orange County 
hounds without the least bit of difficulty; that the chestnut can go 
over the Middleburg country without losing hounds; that the post- 
and-rails in Casanova hunt aren’t too big for the favorite hunter in 
the stable; that any remarks made as to the ability of hunters with 
the various other hunts can be lived up to and shown in competition. 

Even if one did have a run in with a stone wall on a day when the 
going was hard and slick, that blemish won’t interfere with showing 
him as long as it doesn’t bother his hunting soundness. . 

Since 1866 when top-hatted dilettante Henry Bergh, founder of 
the American Society For the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, told 
a bearded truckman in New York City that he could no longer beat 
his horse without breaking the law, the luster of the letters SPCA 
have shown with high purpose. Here in Middleburg the SPCA is 
doing its best to carry out the aims and purposes of the organization.

put down a few notes about the class 
which had spectators and exhibitors 
in an uproar. 

The awards were not to be based 
on the number of points won 
throughout the show in_ specified 
classes, but rather the blue and red 
ribbon winners of certain classes 
were to enter the ring and the judges 
would select the horse they would 
rather own, as the champion.

He gave a good account of 
himself and did not seem to worry 
too much about the bad footing in 
the ring. 

Reserve honors went to J. North 
Fletcher’s Count Andrew which had 
been ridden throughout the show by 
Ellie Fletcher and Sgt. Alex Calvert. 

The general opinion was that the 
Hangover class had a good deal to 
do with luring many people out on 
such a rainy day. The entries were 
to be judged for their suitability as 
a mount for a jaded guest and the 
judges for this class were Dr. A. C. 
Randolph and W. P. Hulbert. The 
first one to enter the ring was Mrs. 
“Billy” Greenhalgh and Springsbury 
Farm’s grand old hunter, Billy Do. 
Billy was all fixed up with an ice 
bag kept in place with a blue scarf 
but after jumping the brush jump, 
the ice bag fell to the ground. Get- 
ting it back into place, Billy rode to 
the brush jump, pulled forth a quart 
and generously gave the judges a 
sample. Then she tore across’ the 
ring, jumped the 3rd jump from the 
wrong side, alternatingly losing her 
stirrups and reins; then back to the 
wrong side of the 2nd jump and 
again across the ring to take the _ st 
jump. Needless to say, she won the 
class. Jim Wiley turned in another 
good performance on Mrs. M. E. 
Whitney’s grey stallion, Bonne Nuit 
but was overlooked in the pinning of 
the ribbons. Jim had a bowler pra- 
over his eyes; nose painted 
a brilliant red; shirt tail out and over 
each jump, he gracefully left the 
saddle but managed to make a good 
landing on the other side. Bonne 
Nuit got in a few of his usual puck 
jumps but this did not interfere with 
his rider and with this performance 
immediately following Billy’s. the 
grandstand spectators were practical- 
ly in stitches. 

The green hunters under’ saddle 
brought about a_ different way of 
judging. After the class had shown 
at a walk, trot and canter; reversed 
and again shown at a walk, trot and 
canter, each entry was individually 
judged which used up a lot of time 
which shows don’t have to spare. One 
horse was jogged out about three 
times and several others had to go 
twice. Finally the blue was pinned 
on Dr. L. M. Allen’s Clifton’s Glory 
with 2nd to Dhuaway, J. North Flet- 
cher, agent and 3rd to Charlatan, 
Betty Bernet. 

Strange to see was Mrs. W. Hag- 
gin Perry sitting on the _ sidelines 
with no entries in the show. She soon 
got into action and rode several of 
Mrs. Whitney’s entries and  Ston- 
leigh Farm’s Balkonian in ladies’ 
hunters.

Less well- 
known is the fact that all Thorough- 
breds (eligible for the British Gen- 
eral Stud Book) also can be traced 
back to a handful of mares. The 
Australian breeding pundit, Bruce 





Lowe, classified these tap root mares 


into forty-three families but Lady 
Wentworth in her book, ‘‘Horses of 
Britain,’ has further reduced this 
group to eighteen foundation mares. 
One particularly prominent one went 
by the name Old Bald Peg No. 6. The 
stallion Hyperion (sire of Pensive) 
has 138,827 repeat crosses of her 
blood.

Ann Smith Is Winner 
Of Gittings Award 
At Sherwood Show

Those of us who braved the early 
hours of September 23rd were well 
rewarded at the Sherwood Horse and 
Pony Show held on the Worthington 
Valley Show Grounds at Shawan, 
Maryland, memorable site of many a 
Maryland Horse Show—recent host 





of the Annual Maryland Hunter 
Show. 

Pony classes filled the entire 
morning period. A goodly number 


of ponies in all divisions were on 
hand and the youngsters and their 
mounts went well in the crisp ‘ir 
that definitely had a strong fore- 
runner of fall in it. 

Both the champion and the r-- 
serve were won by ponies of the A 
division, under 11.2. Twinkle, owned 
and ridden py J. Carroll Tischinger, 
was champion, winning 1st in hunt- 
ing ponies at a walk, trot and canter; 
2nd in lead line, pony hunters and 
touch and out. Reserve was pinned 
on Gypsy Princess, ridden by Naicy 
DiPaula with 2 firsts—pony hunters 
and touch and out, and thirds in 
lead line and hunting ponies. 

Tom Thumb, with Billy Boyce III 
up, was ist in the lead line class. 
This was the first class of the day 
and found finger biting parents and 
doting grandparents around the ring- 
side at an early hour. 

Spice, ridden by Jacqueline Ewing, 
turned in a nice performance for ihe 
red in the A division walk, trot and 
canter and in the next class, pony 
hunters jumping 2’-0’’, Jackie was 
38rd. She is a grand little rider and 
consistently in the ribbons. Johnny 
Hoy on Blue Sky took 3rd_ in the 
touch and out. Johnny’s brother Billy 
had a spill at the first jum»,—-a 
cracked rib being feared. Though 
not in the ribbons up until the time 
of his mishap, Billy had his pony ¢o- 
ing much better than he had two 
weeks ago. He must have done s)me 
real schooling in the meantime. 

In the B division of ponies Etael 
Nes on Tinker Bell, Fritzi Burkhart 
on Miss Virginia, and Betty Stettin- 
ius’ Juniper were pinned in that or- 
der in hunting ponies. In pony hunt- 
ers these same three ponies and rid- 
ers were again the ribbon winners, 
however, Miss Virginia was Ist, 
Juniper 2nd and Tinker Bell 3rd. In 
touch and out Juniper and Tinker 
Bell stayed on top while H. O. Firor's 
Prince ridden by Fritzi Burkhart 
slipped into third. 

Jimmy Wilson on *Limerick Lace 
It did well in Division C, winning 
hunting ponies, 2nd in touch and 
out and 3rd in pony hunters jump- 
ing. Mrs. W. Graham Boyce’s Honey 
B, ridden by Jerry Kilby, was pvin- 
ned 2nd in hunting ponies. This 
was Honey B’ssecond show and a 
nice pony he is. good manners and a 
smooth way of going. Charlas Wil- 
liams gave her pony Trinket a good 
ride for 3rd. Chit Chat, with Ann 
Roop Smith up, was ist and Promice, 
another of Mrs. Boyce’s ponies, rid- 


den by Jerry Kilby, was 2nd_ in 
jumping. 

In touch and out, Pollyanna‘s 
Model was ist ridden by Virginia 


Bartlett, and Howard Streaker, Jr., 
on Starlight 3rd. 

The D. Sterrett Gittings Horse- 
manship was won by Ann _ Rcop 
Smith, 2nd Teddie Le Carpentier and 
3rd Donald Coulter. 

Fifteen entries were on hand for 
the Junior hunters. Dr. Edel’s Grey 
Simon went ist, Betty Bosley’s Count 


Stephen 2nd and George DiPaula on 
Rose Valient 3rd. 

Two breeding classes were on the 
program. Yearlings won by C. E. 
Tuttle’s nice bay colt, 2nd to a bay 
Thoroughbred colt by Legume and 
3rd to Dr. Enser’s entry. 

In hunters shown in hand, :hree 
old troopers were right there for the 
top honors and were pinned in this 
order, Camp, Olean Sweep and Grey 
Simon. 

Novice hunters was another well 
filled class won by Dr. and Mrs. 
Edel’s Golden Voice, 2nd by Mrs. 
Franklin’s Attention and 3rd Gray 
Lark owned by Mrs. William J. 
Hurst. 

Jumper warm up was a good class. 
It was a bit hard for the spectators 
to follow, there being more post en- 
tries than regular and the announ- 
cing system took this opportune 
moment to break down. Black Flier 
owned by Sgt. Edward Hauessler 
won the blue with Applejack and 
Gray Lark in 2nd and 3rd. 

Road hack went to Cherry Bounce, 
Rose Valient and Grey Simon, 
though there were several newcom- 
ers to the ring who with a little more 
experience and confidence are going 
to push hard the regular winners 
such as Dr. Edel’s Golden Voice and 
Mrs. Charles Williams’ Easy Step. 

Knock-down-and-out almost turn- 
ed in to exactly that. The program 
read “jumps to be set at four feet’’. 
When only one jump was placed in 
the center of the ring it was very un- 
popular with many of the entries. 
When Applejack on the 6th jump 
off cleared the bar it was at 6’-6’’, 
(this is the highest jump of the 
year in Maryland). Sarah Bosley 
Merryman calling th2 toss for 2nd 
and 3rd guessed wrongly and yield- 
ed 2nd place to Linky Smith on 
Silver Horn. Sarah was riding her 
own Prince Tex. At 6’-0’ all three 
horses had ticks, but no knockdowns., 
At 6’-6”’ both Silver Horn and Prince 
Tex took off the top bar. 

Camp, Rose Valient and Hydro- 
dex were pinned 1, 2, 3, respective- 
ly in ladies hunters’. Winton, rid- 
den by Mrs. Stuart Janney, went 
beautifully when he finally got on 
to the outside course, but a refusal 
going out of the ring eliminated him 
from the ribbons. It almost seemed 
that he resented being in a show 
ring with the Maryland Hunt Cup 
Course so close by. 

Open green hunter’s stake was 
won by Clean Sweep, Dr. Freeland’s 
6-year-old chestnut gelding. Rose 
Valient 2nd and Hydrodex 3rd. 

Qualified hunters and open jump- 
ing stakes were pretty thin classes 
In the former Camp, Cherry Bounce 
and Simons Shadow placed easily 
In the stake, First Night, Prince Tex 
and Tony won in short order. 

Pairs of hunters was a class full 
of good performances. Mr. Burton'y 
Chester paired with Pinafore, owned 
by Mrs. Arline Brooks, won over 
Cherry Bounce and Indiscreet. Birth- 
day Party, owned by C. Lamar Cres- 
well, and Tony, owned by William 
Smith, accounted for 3ré. 

Working hunters found Simons 
Shadow ist, Pinafore 2nd and Ches- 
ter 3rd. 

Hunter hacks wound up the re- 
gular classes for the day with some 
very nice ways of going. First went 
to Cherry Bounce, 2nd Grey Simon 
and 3rd Rose Valient. 

A consolation class was held for 
all who had not won a blue ribbon. 
The jumps were about 3’-6”". Betty 
Bosley on Count Stephen rode for 
the blue, Celeste Hutton on Hydro- 
dex for the red and Hugo Hoff- 
mann’s Aubaley was 3rd. 


Applejack was jumper champion 
with Black Flier reserve. Oherry 
Bounce added another hunter cham- 
pion to his list with Camp as reserve. 
Grand champion horse was awarded 
to Cherry Bounce.

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Notes From 
Great Britain 


By J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 








Great Britain Scribe Has 
An Interesting Day At 
Blink Bonny Stud 


It is always interesting when go- 
ing round studs of Thoroughbreds to 
hear the various and varying views 
of those who control them. Time was 
when stud-grooms all thought pretty 
much alike, and worked on hard and 
fast lines. Now that so many men of 
wide vision, travel, experience and 
knowledge, manage studs there is 
much more originality. It is an edu- 
cation to compare the results of new 
jdeas and theories as applied to brood 
mares, yearlings, foals and stallions. 

Recently I spent a day with Col. 
B. C. Fairfax, C. M. G., at the fam- 
ous Blink Bonny Stud at Malton. 
Founded by the late William I’Anson 
(who died 1881), and left to his son 
the late Miles I’Anson, this stud lat- 
er passed into the hands of the late 
Sir John Thursby, who had, it for 
many years. It is named, of course, 
after I’Anson’s Derby winner, Blink 
Bonny, who, with her dam Queen 
Mary, set a seal on the harras. One 
felt the present day pulse and at- 
mosphere of Blink Bonny Stud, and 
clearly realised the object he has in 
view when the Col. said, “I breed to 
race, not to sell. One doesn’t go out 
hunting to sell horses, but for the 
pleasure of the sport’. The Colonel 
told me he had been his own stud- 
groom for five years. He nearly 
found himself in Queen Street when 
the Army authorities wanted to com- 
mandeer all his stabling. Col. Fair- 
faxsaid that if he had to provide 
accommodation he would build a 
range of stabling in one of his pad- 
docks, This he did. A yeomanry re- 
giment occupied it for one night; 
departed, and that is the total use 
the stabling, which cost some hun- 
dreds of pounds, has been. Of course 
the Colonel got no recompense for 
his outlay. 

Prior to taking over personal con, 
trol of the stud, the Colonel’s rac- 
ing, hunting and other sporting en- 
gagements left him little time to 
give to the stud, although then it 
Was one of his main interests in life. 
For five years he had been there al- 
most every day and all day except 
when acting as steward at Ponte- 
fract or Stockton, or running hors- 
és at these two northern venues. 
“This close contact has taught me a 
great deal”, he said to me, ‘and 
amongst the things I have learned is 
that many of the pet stereotyped 
theories, ideas and fads of some old- 
fashioned stud-grooms, are all moon- 
shine, I used to be told that this 
mare and foal could not run out in 
the same paddock with that mare 
and foal; that other mares had red 
Worm and should be physicked; that

others should not be taken to pad- 
docks a long way from the main 
stables; and a host of other fancies 
and prejudices. Now all my mares 
run together without any sort of 
trouble”. 

Then the Colonel told me _ that 
when Blink Bonny Stud was coming 
into the market in 1927 he consult- 
ed the late Mr. §. Tattersall about 
it, and he recommended the purchase 
of the property, but gave it as his 
opinion that the paddocks were too 
shut in. On buying the farm, Col. 
Fairfax removed a good stretch of 
the big boards surrounding it, and 
stubbed up a number of overgrown 
hedges, supplanting these with rail- 
ings. One result of this he has found 
is that some paddocks are almost 
immune from flies, which in the 
height of summer give horses out 
at grass little rest. We had not gone 
far on our tour of inspection when 
the Col. pointed to a heap of farm- 
yard manure and remarked, “In my 
opinion that is the foundation of a 
stud-farm. I never use chemicals, 
but keep a few Hereford bullocks 
which eat off the coarse long grass 
in summer, and make me tons of 
muck in the straw-yards in winter. 
They’re fearsome looking beasts, 
and I know there’s a certain risk in 
having horned cattle on a stud farm, 
but I’ve found them very quiet, and 
they’ve done me good service. I be- 
lieve it would pay in the long run to 
keep cattle even if one lost a bit on 
them’”’. 

Col. Fairfax also has his own 
views about bringing yearlings in at 
night-time and in the winter. He 
argues that the weather should lar- 
gely be the deciding factor, and that 
although bringing them up ensures 
a close inspection of every animal, 
they are really much happier out- 
side grazing than indoors with hay 
which is not nearly so palatable for 
feeding in summer. Of course the 
bloodstock get the usual allowance 
of corn and bran, for no one beliey- 
es more than the owner of Blink 
Bonny Stud in the old saying, “Half 
the goodness of a horse goes in at 
its mouth’. He has been left with 
not too much grass after complying 
with ploughing-out orders, but ar- 
ranged that the paddocks on the 
outskirts of the farm should be 
ploughed, and now his own hay and 


corn, which previously had to be 
bought. 
Col. Fairfax says that if he were 


planning a new stud he would put 
the main buildings in the centre of 
the farm to save time in taking out 
and leading back bloodstock and 
carrying fodder to them. His broo? 
mares and youngsters all look won- 
derfully well on Blink Bonny her- 
bage, and I was much struck as we 
walked from paddock to paddock, 
with the obvious confidence existing 
between all the: bloodstock and their 
owner. Indeed, the constant handling 
of foals and yearlings results in 
them being half ‘‘made’”’ before ever 
they have any breaking tackle on 
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them. This brings me to another in- 
teresting point. 

Col. Fairfax remarked to me, “I 
never send my yearlings into train- 
ing until April, which means they 
have another all-important § six 
months in which to furnish. The 
usual custom for yearlings to be in 
the hands of trainers in September 
means they begin their preparation 
when many of them are _ sixteen 
months old only.’’ The Col. holds the 
view that another six months free- 
dom from forcing and from carry- 
ing any weight, is all to the good. 
Amongst other arresting remarks 
he made was this: “I don’t believe 
the man is born who can judge year- 
lings from the point of view of their 
racing possibilities’. He went on to 
say'that if his yearlings were jud- 
ged on looks, the animal which would 
in all probablity be placed at the 
bottom of the class would be a filly 
named Flicker, by Fairplay out of 
Deborah Willet (by Coronach—Kd- 
wina). “She is the worst looking of 
the lot,” said the Col., ‘‘but I con- 
sider her the best of the bunch. She 
is the boss of all the yearlings; she 
has character, and when I _ have 
watched them galloping, she can 
beat all the others’. This year the 
Blink Bonny foals are all colts—a 
rather remarkable coincidence. 


Col. Fairfax gets infinite pleasure 
in seeing his bloodstock grow and 
improve, and in working amongst 
them, and many of us envy him his 
days at such a beautiful place, 
amongst them, and many of us envy 
him his days at such a_ beautiful 
place, amongst well-bred animals. 
Before I left the stud I had a look 
at Gold Bridge, sent by Maj. Vandy

Incidentally Col. Fairfax remark- 
ed that although in the very early 
days, when bloodstock was in its 
evolutionary stage, the ancient Fair- 
fax family had the Fairfax Morocco 
stallion, and Lord Fairfax’s old Mor- 
occo mare, the Col.’s ancestors all 
seemed to have been too much con- 
cerned with foxhunting to play an 
active part on the Turf. He has been 
unable to find that a Fairfax regis- 
tered racing colours prior to him- 
self. 


Col. Fairfax, who lives at Whit- 
well Hall, a few miles from Malton, 
is keen on hunting, as befits the son 
of one of the most successful 
ters (1873-79) the York and Ainsty 
ever had.

Second was the MacKay 
family, Mrs. MacKay, Joan MacKay, 
and Dilys Williams. 

Final class of the show was a pair 
jumping, and this brought another 
ist to the Hart Stable, Kirk and Mary 
Briar, ridden by Mrs. Staniforth and 
G. Mondou, being the winners. Sec- 
ond were Gamin and Mike Jr. from 
the stable of Mr. and Mrs. O’Connell. 

The whole show ran off with speed 
and smoothness, and credit for this 
goes largely to Lieut. H. E. Low, an 
excellent ring master. His military 
jump crew were fast and efficient, 
and M. W. Minogue, as jump super- 
visor, checked the accuracy of their 
work. The Army was much in evi- 
dence, as a fatigue party, under Capt. 
Thatcher, looked after the spectators 
and the parking, and the Montreal 
Garrison Band under Bandmaster 
W/O I. Black, was on hand both 
days. The Navy was represented on 
the officials stand, as the well-known 
announcer Lieut. Christopher Ellis 
was at the microphone. 

The weather was more than per- 
fect, and the crowds were as large as 
the grounds could handle. The spec- 
tators point of view was considered 
when planning the show, and as no 
conformation was judged in the ring, 
it never lagged. The ever popular 
musical ride was put on by the Mon- 
treal Mounted Police on Sunday af- 
ternoon.

His horses, Golden 
Wish, Kirk, Mary Briar, and Rusk- 
anne, took 5 firsts, 1 second, 2 thirds, 
and a fourth. 

This write-up seems to have gone 
into a lot of detail and description, 
but the show was a great success, 
and deserves it. The aim was to raise 
a goodly sum of money for a worthy 
cause, and the Women’s Auxiliary of 
the Royal Canadian Army Medical 
Corps and the Canadian Dental 
Corps, have estimated their profits 
at $4,400.

Culling Suggested 
For Dairy Cattle 


Careful culling of dairy cattle is 
what Extension Dairyman R. G. 
Connelly of Virginia recommends 
for dairymen faced with decreasing 
feed supplies. 

Connelly admits that milk pro- 
duction per cow is falling off, but 
believes we can keep it from falling 
off any more and stay in pretty good 
shape on the dairy production front 
if we follow a rigid and _ scientific 
program of culling. 

Citing the increased production 
payment rates now effective in all 
counties for drought relief, the dairy 
husbandman sees it unlikely that 
many farmers will benefit greatly 
from them. The increase of milk pro- 
duction right now rests on the 
dairymen’s ability to get feed and 
there’s little enough of that. 

Drought early in the summer cut 
feed production and pastures, while 
dry spells in August and early Sep- 
tember seriously reduced feed crops 
in various sections. Even the heavy 
rains in September were disastrous 
in some areas, sending rivers over 
banks to wipe out many a cornfield. 

Some hope was seen for dairy 
farmers in indications that more 
government wheat and protein sup- 
plement may become available soon. 
These should be useful in supple 


menting low-grade roughage. 
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Check Chimney Flue 


In Fire Prevention 











With National Fire Prevention 
Week just around the corner (Oct. 
8-14), here’s what to check to keep 
fires away from your home and farm. 

See that the chimney rests on its 
own foundation and not on a wooden 
bracket built into the frame of the 
house, The chimney should have 3 
flue liner, but lined or not, it should 
be inspected from top to bottom to 
be sure there are no cracks, loose 
mortar, and the like. 

It’s a good idea to attach a heavy 
chain to a rope and work it up and 
down in the chimney, to clean it 
and be sure there are no obstructions, 

What about the stovepipes? Are 
they in good shape and well support- 
ed? Are they fitted with fireproof 
thimbles where they pass through 


partitions and ceilings? Are they at 
least 18 inches from unprotected 
wood? 

Is the floor under your stoves pro- 
tected by a metal shield? Is the 
woodbox at a safe distance and kept 
clear of trash? Are ashes handled in 
metal containers? Are screens used 
before open fireplaces. 

Matches should be kept in a metal 
box and out of the reach of children. 
Oily rags should be in tightly closed 
metal containers. Be sure gasoline 
and kerosene cals are plainly mark- 
ed and stored away from the main 
buildings. 

You can help cut down fires by 
making these checks. Eliminating 
fire hazards when it’s too late is like 
closing the barn door after the horse 
has made its way elsewhere. 
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Get Winter Onions 
In Ground Early

It’s a good idea to get 
onions in the ground before 
weather. 

Two varieties are worthy of con- 
sideration—the potato onion and the 
Egyptian or tree onion. The potato 
onion is one of the multipliers. Both 
small and large sets should be nlart- 
ed. 

The small sets will produce: large 
bulbs and the large bulbs will pro- 
duce the small bulbs or sets. If you 
plant both large and small sets each 
year, you’ll be assured a continuous 
supply. 

The Egyptian or tree onion is a 
salad onion. It doesn’t produce a 
large bulb but is used green in the 
spring. Sets are produced in the top 
of the stalks rather than from seed 
as in the case with most onions. The 
sets fall to the ground and take root 
or they may be harvested and tran- 
splanted. 

A short row or a small bed in the 
corner of the garden will suppiy 
plenty of spring onions for family 
use and can be maintained from 
year to year.

Cleveland Stallion, 
Farnley Exchange, 


Sent To England 


On September 19th the 4-year-old 
Cleveland Bay stallion, Farnley Ex- 
change, bred by Mr. and Mrs. A. 
Mackay Smith of White Post, Vir- 
ginia, sailed from New York on the 
Cunard Line steamer, Suffolk, 
bound for England. 

This is the second stallion of any 
breed to be shipped to England from 
this country since the war started, 
the first being a Percheron stallion 
sent in June by the Fuerst Stock 
Farm of Pine Plains, New York. It 
is also the first Cleveland Bay to be 
sent to England for nearly fifty 
year: In 1895 Lord Chief Justice, 
a nine-year-old horse imported as a 
two-year-old, who had made an en- 
viable record in the show ring and 
as a sire for Stericker Brothers of 
Springfield, Illinois was sent back to 
England, where he added farther 
to his prowess as a stock horse. 

Farnley Exchange has been acquir- 
ed by the Cleveland Bay Horse 
Society of Great Britain, the secre- 
tary of which is Major J. Fairfax- 
Blakeborough whose weekly column 
in The Chronicle is one of its most 
delightful features. He offers an 
outcross of blood to the breeders of 
the Cleveland district of Yorkshire 
whose mares are saturated with the 
blood of Aislably Lad and his des- 
cendants, notably Glenholm, now 
owned by Thomas F. Simmons of 
Newtown Square, Pennsylvania. 

The society feels that this out- 
cross is essential at the present time 
and is therefore importing Farnley 
Exchange in spite of the extra dif- 
ficulties and expense necessarily in- 
volved in war time shipping. British 
livestock has been drastically re- 
duced in order to grow more cereal 
crops for human consumption, but 
the University of Agriculture, look- 
ing to the future, is convinced of the 
necessity of rebuilding its studs and 
herds and has secured from the 
University of War Transport the 
necessary permits for the shipment 
of Farnley Exchange. 

The horse will stand at the Home 
Farm of William Wilford of Roxby. 
It was Mr. Wilford who bred the 
famous Morning Star and showed 
him to three successive wins of the 
King George V. Challenge Cup, the 
most coveted trophy in England. 
Morning Star is now owned by the 
U. §. Remount Service and stands at

Vinegar Miss, 
was 2nd, 3rd Rory O’Moore, owned 
and ridden by Mrs. J. J. Kassler, 
Putting up another one of his good 
performances; 4th Sports Crusader, 
owned and ridden by Ellen Crab- 
tree, another’one of the _ pre-war 
jumpers come into circulation again, 
and 5th Frank Fallon. 

The $200 jumper stake was won 
by Andy Devine’s Skyline well rid- 
den by Ellen Crabtree, with the only 
clean performance.

With a prilliant performance that 
has characterized a successful season 
of campaigning, Billy the Kid, own- 
ed and ridden by Selma Piazzi of 
Oakland, defeated a small but select 
group of opep jumpers at the recent 
horse show held in San Jose, Cali- 
fornia, Sunday afternoon, Sept. 17th.

the public united in plumping for 
him. 
A couple of months ago Pavot 


was made the subject of a study in 
this department of The Chronicle 
and the prediction was hazarded 
that, from a brilliant beginning he 
was headed for a more brilliant 
later career. This forecast the son 
of Case Ace and Coquelicot, by Man 
o’War, has more than verified and 
as the Futurity was announced as 
being his final engagement for the 
fall, he retires with a reputation 
subject to no discounts or revisions. 

On only one occasion through his 
chain of unbroken victories did he 
seem unable to handle his field with 
consummate certainty. That was in 
the Hopeful Stakes, at the Saratoga- 
Belmont meeting, this finish that 
day being a hard one, he having only 
a short lead under the wire and 
driving to his limit. Just at that 
moment some doubts were expressed 
whether he might continue his career 
of conquest much farther. But be- 
ing given a rest after that race, he 
re-emerged better than ever, as the 
Futurity demonstrated. 

It also demonstrated that’ the 
“hoodoo” which has .seemed so firm- 
ly attached to a double victory in 
both the Hopeful and the Futurity 
was inoperative in his case; he 
achieved the second half of this so- 
difficult ‘‘double’’ much more easily 
than he did the first. 

The inability of Free For All to 
contest the title with him is much 
to be regretted, for a meeting be- 
tween the two would have solved 
the otherwise undecided question of 
mutual superiority. As it is we re- 
main unenlightened in that regard. 
When the experts come later on to 
ballot upon the season’s 2-year-old 
champion, Pavot will, without ques- 
tion carry the poll—in all probability 
by a wide margin. But the Free For 
All enthusiasts will remain uncon- 
vinced, as is always the case in such 
circumstances. They will point to the 
fact that Free For All’s stable com- 
panion, Errard, ran a creditable 3rd 
in the Futurity, and then when both 
were at their best, during the Chica- 
go summer season, Free For All 
could handle Errard just as easily as 
did Pavot in the big stake at Belmont 
Park..And there you are! 


The Jockey Club Gold Cup, which 
always divides honors with the Fut- 
urity on the day which features 
them both, was of more than ordin- 
ary interest because of the fact that 
just a week before the Manhattan 
Handicap had produced such a ques- 
tionable result and now the two 
rivals for that stake, Bolingbroke 
and Devil Diver, were to re-race its 
decision. 

Devil Diver is generally regarded 
as the best handicap horse of the 
Metropolitan turf for 1944, barr'ng 
the fact that he is not partial to un- 
usual distances or too heavy weights 
over them. But Trainer John M. 
Gaver had decided that these doubts 
were unjustified and he would de- 
monstrate that fact in the Manha- 
tan and the Cup. 

In the Manhattan, Devil Diver 
(which horse is now about being re- 
tired to the stud), in a rather curi- 
ous manner, came through with a 
victory. It was his first attempt to 
go as far as a mile and a half and 
as he was having to beat Boling- 
broke, the season’s best stayer, his 
success looked questionable. But 
the mistake was made on the latter 


part of leaving the race to a sprint 
at the finish, there being no early 
pace whatever—and this proved pre- 
cisely what Devil Diver needed. Be- 
ing the faster horse of the two he 
sprinted home a winner while Bol- 
ingbroke made his run so late that 


he came 3rd only. As a whole tke. 


contest was considered almost far- 
cical. 


However, Gaver—one of our 
shrewdest as well as one of our 
ablest trainers—declared that the 
Manhattan was no fluke and _ that 
this would be proved in the -told 


Cup; that when obliged to go two 
full miles Devil Diver would handle 
Bolingbroke just as easily as before! 

When asked about this, however, 
the Bolingbrokers had their version 
to offer; it being that this time the 
race would not be left to a momen- 
tary scurry through the back end 
but Devil Diver would have to move 
along all the way if he was going to 
be “in it’. With results that might 
be interesting. 

The change of venue did not falsify 
this view. The result of the Manhat- 
tan was precisely reversed; instead 
of Devil Diver’s winning, with Bol- 
ingbroke 3rd, Bolingbroke won, with 
Devil Diver 3rd! 

There will no farther effort made, 
one surmises, to fit Devil Diver into 
the Marathonian pattern; while 
Bolingbroke has set the final and 
decisive seal upon his title to the 
premiership among latter-day Amer- 
ican stayers. 

His career was recently reviewed 
in this department upon the occas- 
ion of his winning the Saratoga Cup 
( 1 3-4 miles) for the second time. 
Now, with The Jockey Club Gold 
Cup (2 miles), the New York Han- 
dicap (2 1-5 miles) and no less than 
three Manhattan Handicaps (1 1-2 
miles) all to his credit, the statues- 
que son of Equipoise takes rank as 
definitely the best long-distance 
horse seen upon the American turf 
since the mighty Exterminator, 
twenty years and more ago.

Jack MacNamara, raced close to the 
leaders throughout and made a bold 
challenge to Ossabaw, but faltered 
somewhat in the run for the wire to 
be beaten by 3 lengths. Floating Isle, 
coupled with Ossabaw, finished game- 
ly to take 3rd money by half a 
length from Wilfred G. 

JT. T. Mott’s stable made a repeat 
on Monday in the Gatwick Plate, 1 
5-8 miles over hurdles, a claiming 
race, with *Fay Cottage. The early 
pace was set by J. K. McAlpine’s 
Tony Romp which led for over a 
mile when he was overtaken at the 
10th fence by G. Darlington’s Wood 
King. W. T. Northgrave’s Careless 
Knight, under close restraint from 
the beginning, moved up gamely to 
take the lead but was caught in the 
run for the finish by *Fay Cottage, 


coming with a rush to defeat Care- 
less Knight in a photo finish. Tony 
Romp held on to take the 3rd money 
from Wood King. Clearwater was 
never a threat and Bon Marche re- 
fused at the 6th fence. 

The Newbury Plate Hurdle Handi- 
cap at 2 miles was run on Wednes- 
day and went to John Stuart’s Black 
Ned, running easily throughout and 
going right to the lead.

Marion du Pont Scott, mistress of 
Montpelier, bred Rouge Dragon, 
Floating Isle and War Battle, ali 
winners this week. 

Lieutenant and Mrs. Stephen C. 
Clark, Jr. were present on Saturday 
to see their recent purchase Bill 
Coffman score a handy victory in 
the Jolly Roger Steeplechase Handi- 
cap. Well ridden by Emmett Roberts 
and carrying 155 lbs. (anchored ac- 
cording to pre-race opinion by sever- 
al preminent steeplechase trainers), 
Bill Coffman went to the front as 
his wont, set a moderate pace for 
most of the way, and had his op- 
position staggering at the end. R. 
V. N. Gambrill’s Parma, showing a 
decided improvement over his re- 
cent efforts, was kept fairly close 
to the pace throughout, made a 
strong bid at the end, but couidn’t 
get closer than 2 1-2 lengths to Bill 
Coffman as they crossed the wire. 
In 8rd place, Mrs. F. Ambrose 
Clark’s *Boojum 2nd, receiving 12 
pounds from the winner, ran rather 
disappointingly and was 5 lengths 
off Parma, and another 2 lengths to 
the fore of *Frederic 2nd, who was 
well rated in the early stages only 
to jump poorly at the 10th fence. 

This race marked the 4th win of 
the year for Bill Coffman, and al- 
though he bobbled at several of his 
fences, he appears to improve with 
each race and is probably the best 
young horse to be seen this year. 

On Monday a maiden hurdle race 
brought 8 to the post, and bid fair 
to be the roughest race of the year. 
The winner turned out to be Milton 
Seidt’s Knight’s Armor, ridden to 
win by Jockey Penrod. Knight's 
Armor managed to keep his nose in 
front most of the way, although 
with the exception of Great Flare, 
the remainder of the field ran very 
closely bunched for the entire trip. 
Going to the clubhouse turn, J. F. 
Flanagan’s first time starter, Middle 
River, ridden by Warren Leonard, 
elected to run with Knight’s Armor, 
they being sevefal lengths in front 
at the time, and Knight’s Armor all 
but carried Middle River out into 
the brush course. Just averting this, 
although losing several lengths, 
these two were joined by Look 
Around, Accra and Comme Ci as the 
5 of them rounded the turn. 

Racing down the far side, 7 hors- 
es were so close it was difficult to 
separate them, until rounding the 
turn where Middle River, unfortun- 
ately again on the outside of Knight’s 
Armor, was knocked down by the 
latter and was cut up pretty badly. 
Again on the turn rounding into the 
home stretch, Knight’s Armor offend- 
ed by carrying out Accra, who was 
just making a winning move. At the 
finish it was Knight’s Armor by a 
length and a half, Accra by another 
length and a half, Look Around by 
four and Comme Ci, who while not 
bothered too much, was pocketed 
most of the way. After the race, E. 
Jennings, the rider of Accra lodged 
a claim of foul against the winner. 
Oleg T. Dubassoff, the trainer of 
Middle River also complained to 
the Stewards, but the latter after 
some delay comfirmed the order of 
the finish.

Gables To Increase 
Purse Distribution 
Over Last Season 





Florida racing, highly important 
to the Eastern turf, for without it 
too many good horses would migrate 
to the West Coast, shows unusual 
promise of a successful season. In 
that season the new Tropical Park 
will play a significant part, this 
course conducting two meetings of 
twenty days each, the first opening 
on Christmas Day and closing on 
January 16, with the spring period 
starting on March 5 to terminate 
March 27. The middle period will be 
filled by Hialeah Park. 

The Gables Racing Association 
plans to increase considerably its 
purse distribution over last season, 
when it gave away $514,400. It has 
fixed the minimum purse at $1,200 
as has Hialeah Park. In addition, the 
daily program will contain at least 
one race of $2,500 value, as well as 
several others of more than the 
minimum. The stakes will be consid- 
erably increased over any ever given 
before, nearly doubled. 


Tropical’s roster of officials, from 
a standpoint of reputation and abill- 
ty, bear favorable comparison with 
those in any section of the racing 
world, including New York, recruit- 
ing grounds for the majority. New 
faces in the Gables family will be 
those of Francis P. Dunne, who will 
serve as Racing Secretary and Lew 
Walger, Director of Mutuels. The 
first named is widely known, having 
functioned as an official in many 
parts of the United States, as well 
as in Mexico. At the moment he is 
the State Commission Steward on the 
New York tracks. He also is wel 
and favorably known in Miami, hav- 
ing been here in a judicial turf cap- 
acity in previous seasons. 


Lew Walger will be making his 
initial appearance in Florida as a 
mutuel department boss, though he 
has been a winter visitor for many 
years. His long experience and com- 
petence elevated him to the head of 
the mutuel department at all New 
York tracks, where he now fun-. 
ctions. This in itself says that no 
better man for the assignment could 
be obtained. 


“Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons, one of 
the famous horsemen of the cen- 
tury, will be in the stewards’ stand, 
where last winter he added official 
experience to that gained during his 
long years as a trainer. No man 
stands in higher favor among mem- 
bers of the turf fraternity. With him 
will be Sam Nuckols of Kentucky, a 
vigilant and knowing official of 
wide experience and a Tropical Park 
steward for numerous winters. Third 
man will be a representative of the 
Florida Racing Commission. 


Jerry Brady, successful as Direc- 
tor of Racing at Tropical Park dur- 
ing the three seasons in which ft has 
been under present ownership, wil!
